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.INTRODUCTION 

t • 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the fcinal pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various Nuernberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defondants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
comnitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238.

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IKT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IKT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-World War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Jarben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the fir^, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant Colonel). 

Walter Duerrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and^Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Spartc III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer. 

Heinrich Gattineau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 

Erich von der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrer, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AKT (Military Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkomnando der Wehrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant. 
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Max Ilgner: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office directing intelligence, 
espionage, and propaganda activities; member of the Com¬ 
mercial Committee; and Wehrwii^schaftsfuehrer.

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader a£ Leverkusen, 
Elberfeld, Uerdingen, and Dormagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Connercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyestuffs for Hungary, 

Rumania, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Commissar for the Falkenau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautenschlaeger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hoechst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, organic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA. 

Fritz ter Meer: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 
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Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Commercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Hermann Schmitz: Chairman of tKe Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic . 

and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts- 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsnirmfuchrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Coinnand by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines.1 The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health.

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of Billions of nen, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to coinnit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 


The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

-*■ 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, iiaefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while IS were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfcld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
wore charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajcwski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Kniericm, Kuehne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

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All defendants were credited with time already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more cormnissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7,J948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defondants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IMT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. - ' » • 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til 19; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M895. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been-^published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Criminals Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in 15 volumes as 
Trial b of War Criminals Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Law No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

animals sentenced to death in city 
pounds. As a result, 33.000 animals aro 
killed in Boston each year and rendered 
into soap and fertilizer, while medical 
schools waste money sending out of the 
stale for animals necessary in teaching 
and research. 

In one case, antivivisectionists all but 
stopped thi work of one of the nation's 
top research men. Out of courtesy to 
him—and to keep the antivivisectionists 
from making tus life miserable—his 
name won't be mentioned. Suffice to say 
that he was doing research on diseases of 
the heart and arteries—which rank as the 
lop killer of human beings. 

The city where he worked had per¬ 
mitted antivivisectionists to jam through 
an ordinance denying research men the 
right to use homeless animals collected 
on city streets. As a result, this researcher 
had to send out of the state for animals 
—paying for crating and shipping. It 
strained his meager budget to the break¬ 
ing point. In order to get funds to keep 
working, he had to perform autopsies at 
night for the county coroner's office. 

In the end, he succeeded in finding 
one of the basic causes of high blood 
pressure- a piece of work that merits 
the highest recognition. This is the type 
of man the antivivisectionists have de¬ 
clared war on. 

In any discussion on this subject one 
point stands out. These people aren't at 
war w ith cruelty to animals. They are 
|^^r with science. They don't lift 
against gelding of cattle to nuke 
t^WFr beef, against trapping, hunting 
or the branding of steers. The antivivi- 
scctionist Wady sees no incongruity in 
wearing a mink coat although dozens 
of animals were bitten by steel traps and 
froze to death in the Canadian waste¬ 
lands to make that coat. They don't ob¬ 
ject to wearing feathers on their hats 
although those feathers were plucked 
from ttic tans ot live birds. And they 
don't object to eating roast capon— al- 
though the chicken underwent painful 
surgery in order to provide a tender 
Jthful of ' 
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Patient Recovers. Story Killed 

The next point made by the antivivi- 
sectionists is that nothing of benefit has 
come from animal experimentation. 
They blindly ignore facts—until they get 
sick. Noi long ago onc of the most vocal 
opponents of animal experimentation 
was gravely ill in a Chicago hospital. 
Plasma, sijfa and other drugs—all 
provcdlthrough animal experimentation 
ie patient through. An alert 
ncw^Mjr wanted to print the story. 
givinfWe historical background of every 
drug that had been used. On ethical 
>unds the physician refused. He would 
t violate the privacy of his patient. 

To a great degree, it is because of such 
lical considerations that the medical 
>fe*sion is handicapped in fighting 
people. The physician can state 
>nly facts. The other side can use any 
Bar truths or distortions it chooses. 

Let’s look ai a few research accom- 
iments that trace to animal experi- 
.entation. 

Twenty-five years ago diabetes was a 
of*death. When a baby got this 
ise. its life could be measured in 
l Then that pair of medical immor- 
the late Sir Frederick Banting and 
r. Charles Best, found how to extract 
ilin from the pancreas of slaughtcr- 
)usc animals. Millions of diabetics are 
s today only because of this work. 
:h cost the lives of 30 docs. 

diabetic who knows what happens 
i when he misses a shot of insulin 
a better position to judge the value 
iis work than the glossy secretary of 
ntiviviscclion league, 
ithout the aid of dogs. Dr. George H. 
pple would never have been able to 
out the liver extract treatment for 
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pernicious anemia. He painlessly bled a 
number of dogs until they were anemic- 
then sought and found the magic fraction 
in liver which would keep them alive. 
Until this piece of work was done, this 
disease was universally fatal. Ask the 
man who is alive onlv because of this 
work what he thinks of medical research. 
His words will be more convincing than 
the lurid language used in antiviviscc- 
lionist literature. 

But for animal experimentation—con¬ 
ducted mostly on mice—we could never 
have had the sulfa drugs. The same is 
true of penicillin, and that brilliant new¬ 
comer. streptomycin. At the turn of the 
century 60,000 babies were strangled to 
death each year in the United Stales by 
diphtheria. Then animal experimenta¬ 
tion led to diphtheria anutoxin, and the 
ghastly slaughter slopped. 

A Challenge to the Doubters 

To people who doubt the value of se¬ 
rums and vaccines derived from animal 
experimentation, the late Sir William 
Osier issued a ringing challenge: 

"I will go into the next severe epi¬ 
demic of smallpox with ten selected vac¬ 
cinated persons and ten unvaccinated 
persons. I will make the promise not to 
jeer or gibe when the unvaccinated people 
catch the disease, but to look after them 
as brothers, and foi the four or five who 
arc certain to die I will try to arrange 
the funerals without (he pomp and cere¬ 
mony of an antivaccination demonstra¬ 
tion. 

Without animal experimentation, sur¬ 
gery would be a bloody butchery. Anti- 
sivisectionists delight in showing pictures 
of dogs on operating tables in medical 
schools. These pictuies aren't pretty-^- 
but neither js a man undergoing abdomi¬ 
nal surgery. The animals get the same 
anesthetics, the same consideration that 
the human patient docs. NVc don't regard 
the surgeon who removes our appendix 
or our gall bladder as a cruel monster— 
but the antiMvisectionists regard him as 
such if he happens to be working on a 




the use of animals, medical stu¬ 
dents would of necessity have to learn 
the techniques of suigcry on human pa¬ 
tients. The idea isn't pleasant. But that 
would he the only way of learning. 

AntisivisectioniMs contend that experi¬ 
mental surgery isn't necessary. Here 
again, they have difficulty in supporting 
their case. Haney Cushing developed his 
delicate brain surgery by work on dogs. 
Until then, a penetrating wound of the 
brain was universally fatal. The tech¬ 
nique became so perfected that a scant 
15 per cent of the men thus wounded 
died in the war just finished. Similarly 
with abdominal wounds: In the Civil 
War. 100 per cent of the soldiers with 
bullet wounds in the abdomen died. Then 
a research man shot thirty anesthetized 
dogs through the bowels. 

From this experiment he showed that 
it is possible to suture severed intestines 
under the circumstances of war just as in 
civilian practice. The fact that only one 
in five men thus injured in the second 
World War died of their wounds can be 
traced at least in part to this experiment. 

To enumerate all medical progress 
that traces directly to animal experimen¬ 
tation is impossible—for the reason that 
virtually every medical advance roots 
from such work. Vitamins could never 
have been discovered without animal 
work. A few puppies starved of vita¬ 
min D led to the discovery that this 
vitamin prevents rickets in children. Mil¬ 
lions of children have straight legs, strong 
backs because of this work. 

The method' of removing a diseased 
kidney was worked out on dogs before it 


was tried on man; and so was the pro¬ 
cedure for removing portions of' the 
stomach—as is done in the case of gastric 
ulcer*. It cost the lives of 24 cats to do- 
velop the iron lung. If the price seems 
high, look in. some day at the infantile 
paralysis ward of a children's hospital. 
See the faces of children who are alive 
only because of the iron lung, and re¬ 
member the look on those faces the next 
time an antivivisectionist goes into his 
routine. 

Surgical asepsis would never have been 
discovered but for animal'experimenta¬ 
tion. nor would most of the anesthetics 
which nuke surgery painless both for 
man and animals. 

The antivivisectionists never mention 
tluil animals themselves derive enormous 
benefit from research work. Without this 
work, there would be no protection 
against rabies, distemper, hog cholera, 
Bang's disease and a host of other ill¬ 
nesses which beset the animal world. 

A basic point nude by all antivivisec¬ 
tionists is that unnecessary cruelty at¬ 
tends animal experimcntaUon. This is 
utterly without foundation. Anyone who 
has ever tried even to remove a burr from 
a dog’s paw will realize the difficulty. To 
.operate on a dog or other animal without 
anesthesia would be impossible. 

As a physician, I have visited scores 
of medical research laboratories. 1 have 
yet to sec a single example of cruelty. 
On the contrary, animals are better fed, 
better housed, treated with more con- 
sidcrauon than they are in most house¬ 
holds. 

The fact it that of.all animals used, 95 
per cent undergo no greater nain than 
the diabetic docs when he takes a shot of 
insulin; than the school child getting 
a shot of diphiheriaj vaccine. In other 
words, most animals are used for pur¬ 
poses of injection to test new drugs and 
vitamins, and to standardize scrums and 
vaccines. 

Would you like j shot of typhoid vac¬ 
cine of unknown strength? Or smallpox 
vaccine that might be Contaminated? Un¬ 
less animals were available for tests, a 
large part of the biological products used 
to protect our health wpuld disappear. 

The Offer That Had No Takers 

Dr. Victor Heiscr dramatized this point 
before a Senate Committee hearing on an 
antiviviscction bill. 

'The bottle 1 hold in my hand." he 
said, "contains a new remedy for hook¬ 
worm. Hundreds of thousands of human 
beings throughout the world die Vach 
year of this scourge. Hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dogs also die. This drug may be 
the basis of saving them. NoKxiy knows 
how much it will take to kill hookworms 
without killing the patient also. Hie or¬ 
dinary procedure would be to find out all 
about it by testing it on dogs before re¬ 
leasing it for general use on man. But 
if we are forbidden to test it on dogs, 
what recourse is there but tb test it on 
human beings? 

VNow I have a suggestion to make." 
Heiser glanced at the most socal anti¬ 
Mvisectionists seated in the front row. 
"Here is your chance to perhajss save the 
lives of innumerable human beings—and 
dogs as well. We'll try the experiment on 
you. Ill give you one tcaspoonful. I'll 
give you tw o and you three.” He pointed 
to the people sitting next to the first man. 
“Then we'll see what happens. Of course, 
you may be terribly sick, but I don’t 
think you'll die. and you'll have the sat¬ 
isfaction of knowing that you've served 
the cause of your 'best friend.' “ 

Heiser started pouring and the scats 
cleared. 

As we have indicated, of all animals 
used. 95 per cent are used for such tests. 


The other 5 per cent aroused by students 
for teaching purposes. These animals get 
the same anesthetics as are used on hu¬ 
man patients. If undue damage is done 
them, or if there is likelihood of any se¬ 
vere postoperative pain, they are put to 
death. 

In other words, there is no more 
cruelty practiced here than there if in the I 
average appendectomy. There is consid¬ 
erably less pain than there is when a child 
has his tonsils removed. 

Dr. Anion J. Carlson, outstanding 
physiologist at the University of Chicago, 
sums up: “If a man is not worth more 
than a dog, then our efforts to improve | 
man arc in error. We had better 
raising more dogs and destroying more 
men, women ana children for the good 
of the dog, so that the canine species may 
inherit the earth." 

If we knew that ten more year* of ani¬ 
mal work would solve the cancer prob¬ 
lem, should such work take place? From 
the antivivisectionists, the answer will be 
no—let 160,000 Americans continue to 
perish of this disease each year in order 
that a fraction of that many mice may 
live. Ono of this misguided group stat 
frankly: T would not have one moi 
painfully vivisected to save the great) 
of human beings.” The mentality tl 
would not trade a mouse for an Einstein,! 
a Toscanini, a Thomas Benton! . 

Tears of the antivivisectionists' 
better be spent on that valiant band of 
medical martyrs that grows longer ca?h 
year: Hidcyo Noguchi and Adrian 
Stokes, who died on Africa's torrid west 
coast in an attempt to solve the yellow 
fever riddle; Howard Taylor* Ricketts, 
who perished in Mexico of the typhus he 
was trying to conquer; Alexander Ycr- 
sin, the Swiss hero who discovered the 
bacillus of bubonic plague, then died at 
the hands of that monstrous microbe; 
T. B. McClinlic, one of the six who per¬ 
ished of Rocky Mountain spotted fever 
before a provenlive-vcccin© w: 

Antis Specialize in Timing 

Justly fearful, the antivivisectionists 
never turn up in ihc terror of an infantile 
paralysis epidemic. They know, ns all 
thoughtful people know, that the only 
hope of eventual prevention .md cure of 
this fearful sickness rests in continued 
animal experimentation. But in oil sea¬ 
sons they become braver. Thus. Califor¬ 
nia antivivisectionists opjsoscd the March 
of Dimes campaign. This camoaign is 
carried on in the winter—when 3>olio is 
asleep. • * 

This whole fight is just another cose of 
the righteous and intelligent being victim¬ 
ized by the misguided. Let's 
for facing the situation. 

Everyone is for kindness to animals, 
that being a basic tenet of human de¬ 
cency. But before donating a dime to 
any kindness-to-animals association, first 
determine that association's stand on the 
vivisection question. Better still, if you 
have money to donate, send it to one of 
the new organizations formed to combat 
the antivivisccUonists: the National So¬ 
ciety for Medical Research, or its related 
society, the Friends of Medical Research. 
Ihcsc organizations, medicine's first at¬ 
tempt to defend its good name, both have 
offices in Chicagoi 

Enlightened people should fight for 
positive legislation- such as Chicago has. 
This ordinance says that recognized 
medical schools shall have free access to 
animals sentenced to death at the city 
pound. Women’s clubs, civic organiza¬ 
tions and veterans—the most recent 
beneficiaries of medical progress—can 
join this fight. If such ordinances were 
generally adopted it would stop the need¬ 
less expenditure of thousands of 
a year the laboratories pay out for ani¬ 
mals. This money would then be avail¬ 
able for increased work, increased 
human progress.

E/giepisches Laboratories), Elberfeld (inatituto of Induatrial 
Hyglone.) I wps Profeaaor Heinrlcn Hoorloin'a subordinate. In 
1935/1936 I cocase Chief of I.G. Board of 7actory Phyalciana 
(I.G. Tabrikaorstekoaforenz). In thia capacity I was uador 

Dr. Christian Schneider's authority. 

2) As far ns I roseabor, the collaboration between I.G. r .nd tho 
Arsy Ordnanco Offico (Kcercawaffcaaat - HKa) began in 1935 
(shortly after general coupulaory uilltary aorvico had boon re¬ 
introduced in Gorsony). In thia year a conference took placo 

at tho I.G., Slberfeld, represented by Professor Jieinrich Hoorloin 
and tho then aocond director of tho Elborfold Works. Profoaaor 
Schelo-icnn, with 2 or 3 gontleacn of the Arsy Ordnnnco Offico, 
among thon Captain von Sichorer.

Tho protocol is published forthwith.

Tt« only ecnsequence in ailitary quarters was that Inspectorate 9/OKH 
ordered further instruction in gas detection to to given tc the brocks. 

The use of poiscr. gts by the Poles at Jaalo also forred the object of 
investigation for a large Commission of which foreign scientists were 
also morrbers. 'clfr.«ng ‘irth J’.A.'s office was net, however, re ore rent¬ 
ed on this Cca-isslon.

cad whether it would not bg poosiblo to discover a better co-^>ound 
for treating trrohous.

'/ithout gcing Into details it uy be stated that, when patients 
were treated with the ordinary ccroerclal sulfonamides uaod sc 
far, there was no prenounced irprcvocent in the course cf the 
typhus. The exanthema appeared as usual cn the thirrt, fourth cr 
fifth day after the teaperature bogan to rise. The rerveus 
svnptcaa, together with apathy, ncnnclency and delirium wore Just 
as serious. The heart and circulatory syateo required the sano 
intensive support b7 reans cf stlpulrnts as was the case with 
patients net treated with sulfonamides. It was even established 
that in persons who were not treatod, the usual lowering cf the 
bleed pressure seldco reached ouoh eoxesslvely lew levels

Ee 1034 as a therapeutical e^ent fer trachcna, we increased the 
daily dcse for some patients to 6,25, i.e. twenty five tablets, 
cf which 15 were administered crally while the remainder were 
applied rectally as solution or suspended in thin gruel, !o did 
nrtyfepply the remedy c^er a leng period, as it is a well-known 
fact that when ether sulfonamides are used, after the initial 
effects during the first d?ys wear eff, nc further success can be 
achieved by continuing the desage.

'than with the sane doses cf prentesil. Inclination to vcmitting, 
which was particularly frequent when greater doses were given, 
was avoided by rectal application cf the drug. Aa is usual in the 
case cf sulfonamides, we saw tc it that there was ah adequato 
intake cf liquids with dodius bicarbonicum and regular evacuation 
cf the bowels by phor-Qlphthalein. 

In none cf the cases treated according tc this oathed did xro ebsorv 
any secondary symptcuc which gave cause for jlara, but tho lowering 
cf the bleed pressure, Wiich appears tc be ncro prcncuncod in tho 
sulfonamide treatment, calls for the nest careful watching cf the 
circulatory system. 


If the fluctuations cf the temperature and pulse curves, tho 
conditions cf the circulatory systoa, tho contral norvo system 
end the subjective condition cf tho pationt, i.e. tho cvor-nll 
clinical impression, are token as critoria for the oevority of tho 
disoaso, then the experimental preparation Be 1C34, uniiko the 
usual ccsmorcial sulfonamides tried cut sc far, undoubtedly has 
a certain specific therapeutic valuo. This is shown by tho fact 
that the illness runs on easier course, also as regards neurological 
symptoms, when ccr-paring illnesses or the samo duration. Svon 
though Bo 1C34 showed nc decisive effect cn the course cf tho 
disease, tho rosults observed encourage the production of new 
azc-sulfcr-onidoa of a similar composition And the carrying cut cf 
further experiments in typhus cases. 

RSUAPITULATICH: Article reports cn experiments in typhus therapy 
with the usual camcrcial sulfonamides. While those preparations 
did net have any marked specific effoct cn'the duration cf the 
incubation, the course si the illness and the mortality roto, thoir 
application is tc be rec:nm.‘nded in the orent cf threatening 
complications through secondary effects. 

however, it cannot be denied that tho experimental preparation 
B 1C34, developed by the I.G. Farfcen A.G. - dees ha v*y apart from 
this quality of preventing complications, a slight specific effect, 
the result of xdxlch is in most cases tc alleviate, but hardly tc 
aho- tan the illness.

In ccoplianco with hia wiah that I atate cy o; lnion, I herewith 
declare tho folio* inp to the beat of ay knowlod ( -e and belief: 

I m-.onbor that in Dececbor 19t2 I cane in contact with Horr 
knUOD’ SKY, tho director of tho Hy: ionic Inatitute of tho Vaffon SS 
nnd Lecturer at ths University of Berlin, who was known to no aa 
a qualified hy ioniat froo various conn-e-sea. At thia tire caaos of 
typhus asaur ad the proportions of an opidenlc net only at the front, 
but <*lsc ar.on tho civilian'population, so that hy. ionista and doctora 
rc'-nrdod this epidcrlc na a aerioua threat to tho livea of nary 
pconlo. It ia cortain that I diacusaod with l-IWSW tho apro-ullnr 
of info ct lew a disease® and tho dar.-or ciuaoi by typhus, for which 
there wna no specific and offoctivo roredy, aa well aa the possibi¬ 
lities of cccbattinr it. At that tine I had succodcd in fiixlinr out 
threu-h oxperinontinr- on anlcala that Icthyloro Flue was offcctivo 
arainst typhus causative organise. Thia observation I had also 
published (Zhl. rakt. I Or! Inal Volur:o 151, i-axi 293 (1?U), and, 
after tha war, I was told by an lish scientist that the oano obser¬ 
vation was cade in tho U.5.A., independently fron re. It is natural 
that I should havo spoken about this discovery of rlna with raiy 
physicians an 1 scientists and that cn those occasions I also au -noted 
! othylono Pluo as a rcr^dy. I also nofltlonod it cuito explicitly at 
tho end of ry troatios. I them fore pointed rut to ITOOCTSKY that 
this trcatrxmt ni ht pcasible be aucceaaful.

In such fori it is sold by the trndo 
for the treatr-ont of hur-ans as well as of anir-als. This explains 
vhy I could overywhoro reccrj;cr»J this revody with a t’oed conscience, 
the nore so, as it h^.d boon proved in rany thcuoands of cases that 
it was relatively hairless. Acocrdinrly I »ocr.»ndod Mcthylono Bluo 
on 23 Docorhor 19L2 to Director Dr. J'SfTEiS at Lcvorkuson for olinica 
tosts in casos of typhus.

Fcr abcut six weeks, with the apprcvtl cf ny superiors, I have 
been investigating the cccbined atebrine-calciuo treatment cf 
typhus. This treatr-ert is bo ins oox-ried cut primarily cn Russian 
Prisoners cf Her whe have contracted typhus. 

Frcn tho results cbtainod up tc date which wero observed in fifty

cases, I gained the irpressicn that the treatment prcpcsod by 
Ixorondcnk ( Der Deutsche ’iilitaerorzt , - The Goman Amy 
Physician - Issue 9, 194-2 ) nc dcubt 'lleviates the ccurse cf tho 
disease, but that the influence exorcised cn the goms by chonc- 
thernpoutic treatment dees net yot permit tho problem cf therapy 
tc be ccnsidorod as finally oolved, It was particularly obvious 
in a fow casos in which treatnent wes already begun cn tho first 
cr second day cf tho disotso ( i.e. prior tc tho apperanco cf tho 
oxantheroes ) that it ics actually possible tc influonco, end 
perhaps decisively influonco, the soverity cf tho disonsu, but 
that nevorthelos8 tho diseaso clearly tcck its course. Typhus 
encephalitis nspoclnlly developed in its classical fem even if 
treated in sn enrly stage.

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This suggests search fer a' cheac-t he rape utic agent which - 
applied in the earliest possible stage - wculd elialnato the 
gerrs circulating in the bired and their toxic effects. Tho 
fate of the typhus patient, i.e. tho question whether the course 
of the disease will be serious or loss sericus, whether it will 
lead to grave cerebral synptcr-s or to disturbances cf the 
circulatory systen, is cbvicusly determined rather early, porhapa 
already towards the end cf tho incubation period but certainly 
within the first or second twenty-four hours cf the fover period. 
The coin preblea, apart from tho dovelcpeaent cf a specifically 
effective cheat-thorope utio agent, remains its earliest pcs si bio 
application. This second rocuirooont is in «fc far fulfilled 
in ay present sphere cf work, as ay department for Internal 
Diseases and Spidacics is one cf the farthest advnncod nodioal 
stations and all, even oeroly suspect casoa, are directly trans¬ 
ferred tc ne within a few hours. The Russian Prisenors cf War 
who are also being treated by no, are oeparated free ay deportment 
and acccnnedatod in a special infixnary. They ere transferred 
tc ce fren he prison coop, which is located right next t: us. 

In collaboration with Russian doctors, 1 always succeed in 
starting tho treatment at an early stage ( the second, or rt 
latest tho fourth day). Tho troatoonfc is carried cut in accordance 
with strictly clinical standards, sc that all facilities aro avail 
for the utilization cf tho roauita.

Diototio-phyaiology 
also falls within my sphoro ao that I am ablo to judgo 
aocuratoly tho nutritivo value and oxpodionoy of human 
diot. I was inducted to tho Wchrnacht from July 
1939 to Dooonber 1945 and was absent from the Elborrold 
works but during this poriod also I was omployod with 
tho Wohrnacht on diototic-physiologlcal mattora ao that 
I was ablo to aoquiro spociol oxperionoo of oomnunal 
fooding during tho war. 

I hayo carefully examined tho documentary evidonoo, 
almost all of which was available, on tho fooding of 
tho foroign workors in Blborfold. 

Tho plant kitohon at gato II (abbroviatod - plant 
kitchon I) was put into oporation to aupply a midday 
noal for workors and oaployoos on 1 Ootobor 1939* 

Tho first forolgnors (15 to 23 Dutchmon) arrivod in 
tho poriod from 10 to 27 August 1940. Por tho poriod 
from 10 August to 8 Pobruary 1943 it was poeaiblo to 
produco to no all the rocords from whioh it could bo 
ostabliohod what typo and gross woight of food was 
provided for tho foodinG of tho foreign workora end 
also tho nothod of preparing tho midday and ovonlng 
meala. Tho midday noal was tho same ac that for tho 
Gormans. It was oookod altogothor, simultaneously, 
in tho eamo boilor for all Gorman workora and omployooo 
and for all foroign workors. In 62J» of oasos,according to 
tho rcoorda for tho yooro 1940 and 1941,the ovening 
moal wq8 tho same os at midday, in 27, b* of oases a oold 
noal (eausago, ohooso, broad and buttor) was providod 
and in 10,3* of ensoe a frosh nod was co°kod with 
a difforont menu then at midday.

As thoro was only plant kitchon 1 which only providod 
ono uniform meal, all workors always rcooivcd tho semo 
7ood in the samo quantities and of tho same quality 
as the Gornar- workors, bocauso thoy ate togotner at 
tho same time and in tho sane rooms although thoy woro 
divided into ttjo porioda and in throo dining halls. 

A chock of the dotoils of tho conus for 200 meals in 
this period shows that in 35,5* of casos vcgotablo 
cabbage was providod, that is 10 difforent variotios 
of cabbage. 5* of the coals wore proporod with turnips, 
10,5* with Sauorkrout and 49* with othoj; variotios of 
vcgotablos or foodstuffs. In 85,5* of coses moat or 
oauoaGO was providod and in 34,5J* of tho midday moals 
thoro'was a soup or swoct oourso. It has not yot 
boon possiblo to find the ontrioo for tho ovonlng 
moal and tho fosd providod on Saturdays and Sundays. 


Kitchon books b and o wero for tho Polish and 
Russian workors who, from 8 February 1943 on, woro 
fod from a apodal kitchon newly installod in tho 
simonstraasc. (abbreviated - plant kitchon 2). In thoso 
books also all tho dotails of tho food arc shown, rron 
those figuros it is shown that in tho last wook of 
April 1943, for oxaaplo, on avorego quantity of 3100 kilo¬ 
calories por man por day with approximately 20 grams 
of animal albumen and 20 crens of fots wero providod. 


From this kitchen book b 530 midday and oyoning 
coals woro chocked of which 37,8* contained 10 
variotios of oebbaco os tho vogotablc, 4,9* turnips 
and 7* sauerkraut. In all other caoos vogotnblos woro 
providod. 

This food also must bo oonoidoroa entirely suitnblo, 
when ono considers that hoovy and long-shift workors 
rocoivod spocial supplementary rations and that 
my basic rates for estimating tho calorific value 
of the prepared mod from the gross woight of the 
unpropnrod foodstuffs woro particularly conservative. 

From 20 Hovombor 1943 to tho ond of tho war four

In most enso tho food 
was equivalent to that which tho German civilian 
population could obtain with their ration cards. Tho 
rations of tho foreign workers in tho Elborfold viorks, 
whioh woro correspondingly increased for hcovy and very 
hoavy workors arc more than thoso laid down I 7 tho 
official regulations and arc approximately oquivalont 
to thoso of tho most-highly privileged German workors 
of tho postwar poriod.

I have known Professor Heinrich Hoerleln slnco about 
1925. Closor oontaot with hln w« 8 established in 1929 an1 
oor.tinuod until 1937. 

My rolatlon w* th Professor Hoorlein'was based on 
abpuroly sclentlflo foundation. As the lording spirit in the 
pharma ooutloal branch of the great 1.0. oooblno, Profoiaor 
Hoerleln had the vision to support aoadonlo rosoaroh at 
many plaoos, enabling many scientists — among thou the 
most prominent chemists of pre-war Germany — to oarry 
out important work which without suoh holp would havo been 
impossible oven to attack. My ofcn resoaroh, in whloh Pro¬ 
fessor KUhn lator participated, concerned tho then unknown 
nonbers of the so-oolled vitnnln 32- With Professor Ho.ir- 
loln invaluable assistonoe we were ablo to break the 
Bg-ooraplox down Into its first two oenbere, now oallod 
riboflavin ard pyrldoxino. During our vory intensive colla¬ 
boration Professor Hoerleln nevar tried to press on us 
utilitarian, "comerein 1 * points of view ard was vory 
anxious during all tho tine of our oonnootion to keep tho 
rosoaroh on a high sciontlflo lovol. 

No better exanplo oould illustrate Professor Hosrlnln's 
intuition, deep scientific thinking ard noble perservornnoe 
than the history of tho ailfadruge. It wa 8 Professor Honr- 
leln who for may years was supporting the screening of 
synthetlo pigments manufactured In the 1 . 0 . Laboratories 
for their possible antibaoterlnl properties. His lnslstanoo 
ard generous oapport lead to tho dlsoovery of the first 
sulfa drugs. In my opinion, tho Nobel price rooolvod by 
Profossor Hoerleln's,collaborator. Dr. Domngk, should havo 
been more appropriately given to Professor Hoerloln. 

Profeasor Hoerleln was fully absorbed by his work an! 
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wna net interest** in polities. On the few ocoaslons fi9 nm 
I discussod polltloal matters, ho struck me rs » liberal, 
denoorstlo individual. I sow hin last tlae in 1937 in 
Cologne. Ho appeared.to-be -very depress*! and peeslnletlo 
with regard to Germany's future and the reokless poll oy 
of the Natl government. He appeared to bo sincere m 'fish¬ 
ing me good luok in Anerlor an! in expressing tho opinion 
that the future is decidedly with tho United States. 

Professor Hoerloin was always straight-forward>. dlreot, 
not nlnoing woxds and with a strong will. I am oonvinood 
that thr .ugh all tho war years he rust hnvo remained in 
his inner soul faithful to his old convlotlons. I hopo 
nrd trust that olrounstanoes will soon permit him to rosurao 
work «nd again serve humanity. *e need men Uko Professor 
Hoerloin in tho field nth rhloh hw la so familiar.

Since only small quantities of the preparation Periston .were 
availablei merely flee oases, whore typhus was diagnosed beyond a 
doubt, could be treated with it. 

4 patients were given the preparation at the incoptlon of their 
illness. In one case Periston treatment was not begun until the 
9 th day of tho illness, sinco the patient was not brought to tho 
dispensary before then. In this caaePeriston could be given onco only, 
as tho patient died the next day fre® tho toxic effect on the organism 
and weakness of the heartauscles. Porlsten was gfvon intravenously in 
a daily quantity of 500 ccx. Tho preparation vns heated to 40°C before 
use. 

The following experience was made in the treatment with Periston 

1. Patients like to be treated with Periston. 

2. fie injuroua effects of Periston to the organism oould be 
observed. 

3. An outward inprovenent of the general condition wos 
obsorrod by using Periston. 

4. Periston has no effect en tho duration of tho lllnoss. 

5. It oould not t>o proved that Peristen had any influence on 
the oxanthea end its duration. 

6. Tho patient's actual state of health improved too' 
dampness tf tho tongue, the cucuous membrances. the 
cavity of the mouth >al the throat. 

7. Poriaton relieved headaches and had an anti- 
flogistic and antltoxio effeot. 

8. There were no complications.

10 . The typhus-patients treated vith Periston lost only very 
little weight (6 kilo -t the coat), whereas those patients

About conference with Director Dr. DEMNITZ-Marburg in 
Leverkusen en 19 January 1942. 


1. Serum Institute Ostland 


Some suggestions concerning the proposed report by Dr. 
DEMNITZ to Dr. MRUGOWSKY, Ministry for tno Eastern terri¬ 
tories, wore dlscussod, whloh will be confirmed in writing 
by Levorkusen. 

It has been planned to appoint the serum Institutes in the 
Ostland as our offioial representatives for our preparations 
in which connection tho soundurfuehror assignod to those in¬ 
stitutes will bo primarily entrusted with handling tho 
mattor. 


2. Typhuo Problem. 

The oulluing of a typhus institute in Lvev will bo oxpodi- 
tod, wheroby tho authorities concerned will assist as much 
as possible. Dr. HAAS will be tho direotor of tho insti¬ 
tute. A roport by NEUMANN has boon submitted doaling with 
all portlnont dotulls concerning tho planned institute. 

Howevor, it cannot bo oxpcotcd that any considerable amount 
of typhus vaoclno will bo produced boforo tho end of tho 
yoar. First priority has booh givon to the manufacture of 
typhus vaocino according to the Weigl mothod, wheroby a 
monthly vaocino output, sufficient for tho Immunization of 
20.000 people, will have to bo achiovod. Furthermore, it 
has boen planned that a monthly output of a typhus vaooino 
from ohlckon eggs, also sufficient for .the immunization of 
20.000 people, is to be includod in the production pro¬ 
gram. WEIGL is to be givon a first-assistants ogreomont 
(M'.tsrbeltervertrag), the dotalls of whioh will havo to 
bo disoussed with his superiors. 

As from next month tho typhus vaccine production at Marburg 
will bo increased from 20 litors (suffloiont for tho immu¬ 
nization of 5 to 6.000 porsons) to 40 liter par month (suffi 
oloot for tho immunization of approximately 12.000 por¬ 
sons). Of this quantity, KUDICKS will rooeive a further 
monthly supply of vaocine for 4.000 persons. Dr. WAND of 
the Ministry for tho Eastern territories reooivod on 17 
January enough vaccine for 2000 people, following an urgent- 
request. Present stocks in Murburg: 1.900 boxes at 3 vials 
for 1.900 porsons, furthermore, 1037 bottles at 25 oca of 
each size l.o. enough for 22.000 porsons. The planned 
monthly production boost 
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sufficient for 50.000 to 60.000 persons oan be achievod, 
after several months, if the oxtentions already started oan 
■bo completed in good time. 

Up til now one chicken egg yiolded 420 to 450 ocm of vaccine. 
Starting with tost Op-No. 23, vshich already contanis 4/5 
Provazeky-Anti Rickots units and 1/5 of murine, only 
350 ccm oan be obtcinod from one chicken egg. 

MRUOOWSKY is conducting tests with vaoclnes which have been 
produced by dlvorse methods, and which habe been supplied 
po him by Marburg in order to establish whether there are 
any differences in tholr composition which might tip the 
scalos in favor of onb or tho other manufacturing mehhod. 

In thoso tests, vaccines which havo beon obtainod by tho 
current production mothod (approximately 450 ocm from ono 
egg) are boing compared with others yielding only 250 ccm 
from ono egg, furthermore, with 3uch vacoinos which have 
boon obtained by only using the yold sack, and various 
other procossos. Bosidos, UKUGOVti&T at tho sumo timo tosts 
the WEIGL vaccine comparing it with the one from tho 
Robert Kooh Institute. 

Minl8torialrat BIBBER specifically emphasized that he wants 
o concentration of the typhus vaoclnes. Marburg will sond 
on explanatory lottor to BIEBSR disoussing the prospects of 
improving tho vuocino by suoh a concentration proooss. 

As fab os can be Judged by now, tho uso of a small quantity 
of physiological sodium clorino sblution for rinsing the 
rlcketts from tho Incubated chicken egg does not present any 
advantages. 

At tho same time Marburg will inform BIBBER of the dato 
whon ho con visit Marburg, as plunnod, for an inspection 
of tho installations producing typhus vaccine. 

>. Typhoid-para typhoid- vaoclno/C luota. 

Concerning the posalbio inoxusion of u paratyphoid c-^uoto 
in our typhold-pr.ratyphold vaccine, wo shull have to wait 
for a report from Professor SCKtIDT, who is presently 
negotiating with tho coapotent Berlin offloos as rogards 
this problem. 

Neither oan anything dofinitu bo sold regarding tho dysente¬ 
ry vaooine usod in the «roy, as tests are still being con¬ 
ducted with vacclnos which have teen subalttod for this 
purpose. As far as this new vaccine is concorned. wo will 
presumably bo limited to produce solely a buoillus suspen¬ 
sion and/or to produce a vuocino by using Ruhr-baoiHis, 
excluding the Shlgc-2xotoxin quota. 

4. Scorlet Fever-Adsorptlon-Vucclno. 

Marburg hes produced u new type or scurled fever-udsorp- 
tlon-vaoclne whloh is alroady being tested. This new typ* con¬ 
sists of native scarlot fevor toxin treated with Forool#

which contained 120.000 skin test units (Hauttestdoson) 
in one ccm before the formulinisution, furthormore, consisting 
of 25 million scurlot fover streptocooci in ono ccm and one 
percent aluminium hydroxide (Aluainiuahydroxyd) as 
absorbin, agent. 

This new vcocine will first bo testod in a childrens' houe 
in Schlebusch, which test will be conducted with approxi¬ 
mately 100 to 200 children and, in case the vaocine should 
prove useful, will replace the present teat preparation 
to a larger extent. 

5. Diphtheria Vaocines. 

The dlphtheria-formol-fcoxoid with a-rating of 50 to 100

toxoid production in U-rburg aside from the Al.F.T. nunufaq- 
turing program; consequently the plans to transfer the 
orders for this preparation to the p-istour-Furis and the 
Ostlcnd Institutes will hevo to be porsuod energetically.

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All problems connected with production end supply of 
erysipales vaccines from Neuhausen will be discussed 
with Dr. KLOTZ, Neuheusen, who will be in Marburg rrom 
2 through 4 February 1942. Afterwards, Dr. KLOTZ will 
come to Leverkusen; by that tine Leverkusen will have to 
decide whether bottling shall be done by using 50 and 
1#0 ccm bottles or others witn a 500 and 1000 ccm capaoity 
Marburg will infora Leverkusen when Dr. KLOTZ can be ex- 
peoted in Leverkusen.

Howover, it will 
havo to be examined whothor tho consent of the Reich 
offloo chemistry ond/or the Economy Group is roquirod.

In the meantime, i^ rburg has prooured ton additional cuttle 
for tho production of diphtheria sorun, and it is oxpootod 
that pcoduction will incroaso as time goos on.

AFFIDAVIT

As to the question of Dr. HQEHLSIN's defense counsel: 

What wes the occasion and subject of the 
discussion whioh was held on 19 Januury 1942, 
afternoon. In Blberfeld, and at which, besidos 
myself, Professor KOHRIEIN, Dr. MIETZSCH, Dr. 
GOBNNERT, Dlreotor ZAHN and Herr NEUMANN 
were present, 

I may answer to the best of my knowledge under oath as 
follows: 

I remember this discussion quite well beoause it took 
plaoe at my suggestion. \*e in Klberfeld knew that the 
Behring-Werke Marburg woro to set up an institute for the 
production of typhus vaooine. Professor l&ERLEIN discussed 
this matter with mo oinoe lfc ooncernod ny spooial fiold 
of research, end ho was desirous of orionting himself. At 
first ho was a bit skoptioal ainoe he believed that tho 
ostabllehment of suoh on institute for tho production of 
Tscclne was a matter tho difficulties and risk of whioh 
wero under©stlmntod. I reuarkod that in my opinion the 
mottor was wholly contingent u.x>n the dlreotor of this 
institute, and that I should be interested in making tho 
porsonol acquolntanoe of Dr. HAAS, who was contemplated 
as tho diroctor of this institute by Marburg. 

This oonatitutod the reason for oalling the gentlemon who 
were conoernod with the preparatory work for the establish¬ 
ment of the Lwow institute and who had discussed the 
details on 19 January In the morning in Levorkusen to 
Elberfeld. 
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We in filberfeld neither participated nor were we interested 
in the preparatory disoussions concerning the ’Lwow Insti¬ 
tute Itself. I personally was' interested in the matter 
only insofar as a younger scientific colleague of my 
institute, Dr. GOENNERT, had trained himself in the field of 
scientific research as well as in the production of typhus 
voocino with Professor WOHLRaB in \.ursaw, end that we had been 
asked to jwt GOENNERT at the disposal of the Lwow Insti¬ 
tute. 

In tho course of tho disouaslon on 19 January, afternoon, 
in Elberfeld, wo were informed os th whet Jud transpired 
previously. (Dr. HAAS and Horr NEUMANN wore olreudy in 
Lwow). 

I must sey that ay skoptloisn towards Dr. HAaS wus greatly 
rollevod os o result of tho inprosslon whioh ho oreutod 
during tho discussion. 

Sinoe.I, on my part, on tho busls of this impression, oxpros- 

•od no misgivings, Profossor HOERLEDI, who was tho ohair- 

mon of this conferonco, s«w no reason to glvo voloe to 

tho doubts he had previously oxpressod to mo, portloulurly 

in so far as it concornod tho transfor of Dr. OOKNNLRT. in 

cdditlon professor HOERLEIN, oithor during this soasion or 

at a later time, was roquostod in writing to lond his 

ossistonce in acquiring fomulo laboratory technicians. This 

was a difficult problom, os we in Elberfold know from 

personal exporionoo. No resolutions of any nature wero mado 

durls< this session or for that matter any .decisions reached 

since we (Elberfeld) wore in no way oonneotod with tho 
L»ow 1.0. Institute from on organizational point of view. 

This was th© only disouaslon whioh took plaoe according 
to ay knowlodge in Elberfeld with respect to the Lwow In¬ 
stitute. 
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We were In no we. connected with the Lwow Institute fron 


on organizational viewpoint, thut is, it wus not subordi 


nate to Slberfeld; consequently we received no reports 
of any kind from Lwow. In any event it oust bo stated 
thet Dr. GOENNERT, when he come on leeve to Eiberfeld 


where his family resided, visited us end also greeted 
Pfofessor HOERLEIN. Neturolly on suoh oocusions we also 
disoussed tho institute in Lwow..such disoussions were si 


milcr to personal conversations which one carried on if 
one hod a certain interest in c subject. These in no way 
amounted to roports of a subordinate, sinoe during his- uo- 
tivity in Lwow Dr. GOENNERT was not subordinate to us and in 
addition received his pay fron other quarters. 


On the oocasion of one of his visits, Dr. GOENNERT infor 
oed mo thrt he had trovolcd from Lwow to Eiborfeld by 


way of Weimar and ut that tlno had been in tfco concentration 
camp in Buchenwold. Ho described to ne his impressions and 
remarked that he hud soon nothing thore which could con¬ 
firm tho evil rumors thut were current in Germany oonoer- 
ning concentration camps. He related 1 urtner that the 
roason for his visiting Buchenweld was to bring a oulture 
of lice there, namely to the Typhus and Virus Reseuroh In¬ 
stitute of the Hygienic Intfitute of tho Waffen-SS. Up to 
that time he had known nothing of s concentration oamp 
Buchenwald, and was quite surprised that he hud been re¬ 
ferred there to Imnd <wor his lloe oulture, and thut this 
Institute was located in a concentration ouap. Ho also told 
me th-1 the Lwow Institute frequently had dellvorod lioo 
to Typhus Rosecroh Institutes. 
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I did not infora Professor H05RLBIN of this conversation 
since I attaohed no importance to .this matter. 




My attention has been called to the fact that a false 
affidavit is aybject to punishment and I deolare under 
oath that my statement is true and was made in order to 
be submitted in evidence before Military Tribunal VI in 


Nuernberg.

May 1942 on the occasion of the visit of Jlinisterialrat 
•Prof. Dr. BIEBER, Reich Ministry of tne interior, Geheim- 
rat OTTO, Director of the Stai-tliche3 Pruefungs-In3titut, 
Frankfurt/Main, and prof. GILDgflSISTER, Vice-president 
of the Robert-Koch-Institute, 3erlin. 


Before the conference an inspection was made of the ilurburg 
Typhus laboratories during which the gentlemen were shown • 
in detail how the vaccine was produced and during which 
numerous technical questions were discussed on the spot. 

The conference which followed resulted in the following: 

1. ) Based on previous experience it appears that the typhus 

vaccine of the Behrlngwerke, whioh differs from that of 
the Robert Koch Institute as well as from tnat of the 
Staatliohes pruefungs-Instltute in Frankfurt in that in 
the production of the former they start from the entire 
embryo whereas the other Institutes utilize only the 
yolk sock of the hen egt which has been incubated and In¬ 
fected, evidences fewer protective qualities. However, 
the Ministry of tho Interior attaches particul* r signifi¬ 
cance to the fact that a vacoino of similar nature and 
quality produced by all production plunts. Therefore, 
the Behringwerke will ohange their mothod of produc¬ 
tion and likewise utilize only the yolk saok for tho 
production of veocine. 

The preparation produced occoraing to thi3 method will 
bo offered coma-srclally at once ana deliverod against 
payment. 

2. ) The Behrlng.ierko shall continue the tests in the produc¬ 

tion of vaccine on tho basis of their previous process. 
The attempt snouid be nude, in cooperation with tho other 
institutes, to uohiove a highly potent product and, whore 
possible, to produce an improved vaooine. 

3. ) The Staets-lnstitut Frankfurt is at present working out 

test regulations for typhus vaocine which snouid go in¬ 
to effect in a few months. If it is proved that the 
vaccine produoed by liarburg according to the process 
used up to this tine passes the test, this vaocino can 
then be permitted to be put on tho commercial market. 

4. ) All institutes will strive to use in production the 

newest possible cultures taken from fresh infeotlons. 

The oultures should be mutually exchanged in order to 
make possible the production of as versatile a vaocine 
as possible.

5. ) The dosages for the standard typhu^/now being produced 

by the German institutes will be fixed a9 follows: 

1. vaccination 0.5. ocjn. 

2. vaccination 0.5 oca. 

3. vaccination 1 oca.

vials of 0.5 ocn and 1 cea, 

Bottles of 5 oca and 25 ooa. 

The Robert-Koch-Institute reserves the right to distri¬ 
bute packaging differing fron the above sinoe it has 
run into difficulties in obtaining vials or bottles. 

Since the vaccine of the Robert-Koch-Institute has been 
mado available for the exclusive official uso of .the 
Ministry of the Interior, this fact is of no iaportanoo. 
On the basis of their computations the "euringwerke will 
work oat a price estLiuto for the above-mentioned 
packaging. As a basis for this oatimato a price of m 
2. to RM 2.50 per con of vaocino will be accoptod. It 
is provided that all institutes will dolivor tho ogg- 
yolk vaocine for the identical prioo. 

The costs for the state test uoout which Gonuiorat 
Otto, it is truo, has not yet furnished any dute, must 
bo includod in ti.ia figure. According to information 
from Mlnistorialrat Dr. BISB2R a test to be paid for 
by the state is for tno prosont not pruoticablo. 

6. ) No data based on oxporionoo concerning the porishubility 

of tho typhus vacoine is yot available. It was dooided 
for the prosont to limit the period of usability to 
one year following roloaso by tho steto test. 

7. ) Tho tost regulations to bo worked out by the Frankfurt 

institute shall also bo applicable to tho vaocino ob¬ 
tained froQ lico. i.liothor the vaccine produced by the 
Behring Insitute in Lwow is to bo tested in Frankfurt 
or whether a tosting laboratory is to bo sot up in the 
Government General remains to bo decided by tho autho¬ 
rities of tho Government Wmerel. In principlo tho 
vaocino obtained fron lico will bo considered as Iv-ving 
tho samo qualities oa the hen-ogg vaooine. It is re- 
commondod that no differentiation bo nudo in tho 
pookaglng and that simply tho identification mark "E" 
and "L" be used for tho egg-vaooino and licu-vaoolno 
respectively. However, in tho instructions for uso tho 
production method used must of courso bo indicated. 

8. ) For the ti .e boing no doduotions should be drawn from tho 

fact that now the fen-egg vaccino can be considered as 
of oiual quality to the lice-*vaocino when tho Behring 
Institute Lwow is established, Uinistcrialrat BIEKSR 
considers it imperative 
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In capping out the program as set up for Lwow to boar in 
mind to produco somewhat In the sane ratio lice-vaccine 
and hen-egg vaccine. It Is expected through the use of the 
lice process by the Behrlngwerke and the simultaneous 
production of egg-vaocine in tho same institute that 
further suggestions for the Improvement of the vacoine 
production, will bo advanced . 

9.) All Institutes are to cake extensive use of the summer 
months in order to storo up a supply of the vaocine pro¬ 
duces. It Is unanimously agreed that we must count on 
heavy demands next winter for vaccino from all eastern 
agencies.

tee , in whose sins also Geheinrat BOSCH was vitally 
intero3ted. Due to essential participation by Lord 
hCICH.PTT of the I.0.I.(imperial Cheniorl Industries 
Ltd. London) and Geheinrat SCHMITZ of the I.G., 
the International Hitrogon Convention took piece 
in the yocr 1928. Fron 1929 on I took part in theso 
conferences first ro the person: 1 ncoiotent of Go- 
hoir.rrt SCHK1TZ and fron 1931, sinco difficulties 
in conotrry oxchango troso. cr a cosher of the Finan¬ 
cial Connitteo of the Cir (Convention Internationale 
do 1*Industrio de l'Azcto); I had besides special 
contcct with tho Chilocn nitrate producers at tho 
oonferonco. 

Duo to tho conferences of the Cir, I cr.no at th-'t 
tine into closor contact with the non of Sprrto I, 
especially with Dr. BUSTFFISCR, end due to this, 
especially with tho question of grsolono clso. "lion, 
in the course of difficulties arising out of foroign 
curroncv ofcortege duo to tho cvento jf th6 yeer ^931- 
Englcnd* clone dron c.ppioxlnctely 3 Billion RoichBnrrk 
out of Gcrarny in tho nonths of Mry/Junc in tho Sunner 
of 1931- tho question of eoonony in raw nnterial in- 
oorts boerne inportent for this roason, I took opeoicl 
interest in this quostion. I was requested by Lr.SCHHLI 
DER of Lcuna to got into contact with tho Autonobile 
Club of Gcrarny through the agoncy of Goheinrat von 
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Roreon for thi3 wrs tho fret, thrt ct the tine r 
bitter press crcpoign wea ccrriod or. in Gemcny 
against synthetic grsolcnc, cspecielly in the Nc- 
tionnl Sociclist press.

An oxton9*vo 
"Gerorn Hctionrl Endurrnoc Tost" ("Deutsche Hei- 
nrtfohrt"), wrs errriod iut by the Autonobile- 
Club in tho yerr 1932 which I connected up with 
a widely rdvortieod propngandr for Lounc Gnsolono 
end duo to tho oucocsful course of this test, cn 
additional endurrnco tost, the oc-crllcd "Indu- 
otricl District Endurrnco Test" ("Industriorevier- 
Fahrt") wes clreedy decided on in the ?cll of 1932 
for tho yecr 1933. Duo to ir.crorsod export diffi- 
oultioo this ono wrs to servo first of rll inter¬ 
ne tionrl cooporrtion in the field of ccononico end 
in rddltion it wrs to bo cor.r.octed with lrrgo - 
scrlo propcgnndc for Lounc Grsolcno rnd Gordon cu- 
tonobilos ct tho srno tine (HQvbrch,MorcodC8 end 
Horch). 

Bio foreign currency cxchcngo difficulties of tho 
yoar 1931 f nentionod sovorrl tines rlrecdy , hrd 
cwrkened still mother interest in no: tho initiol 
stage of ny work in southerstorn Buropo. Monetrry 
conditions of countries in tho southerst of Europe, 
hrd been nost seriously rffocted by tho feiluro of 
Austrian rnd subsequently of Goman br-ks. Gcrccn 
eosots in these countries wore blocked, rnd Gerorn 
exporters found thonoelvo* in an embarrassing posi¬ 
tion. One looked for compensation objects which Ger¬ 
many could inpor^for those blocked accounts. Gcr- 
nrny wrs therefore *C 
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compelled to inport neny products, which so fer 
hcd been imported fron countriea 0 ||ith which it hrd 
nn unfrvourablo trade bp.lence,/rron countries 
with which this brlrnce of trrde wns favourable, 

But re the list of products under consideration 
for Gernr.n inport wcb too small, I nrdo investigations, 
togother with Professor von H0ELL2ND0RP nnd the 
Econonics Deprrtnent , as to whioh cdditionr.l pro¬ 
ducts needed*by Gcrnrny could be produced or raised 
by thoso countries in order to bo exported to Ger- 
nrny lr.tor oh.

At this opportu¬ 
nity, copoci-lly In talks with tho Hung: rian Mini¬ 
ster for Agriculturo KIKLOS von KALLAY and tho 
Runrnir.n Minister for Rcononico UADGUABU, tho 
foundations wi_re 1-id for nost of tho projects ucn- 
tioned nb^vo (Soya bo-ns etc.) A second trip to 
3udrpcat with Dr. KRUr-GHR in Jrnuriy 1$33, at which 
tho difforont projocto concerning Hungrry were rgrin 
discussed with the Hungarian Irirc Jiinistor G02M30S, 
grve a .strong tnpotus to the devolopnont for the 
cooing year* I nysolf did not participate in tho 
following five years pcroon-lly in tho devolopnont 
though, as tho difficulties in foreign exchange all 
over tho world, alroady r.cntioned scvorrl tines , 
took no in the following yorro crinly abroad.

wolfrro of the plcftt end ito ocployoca. Ho objected 
r lot fron hio co-workers, but left then consldorrblo 
liborty rnd indopondonce. Dr. OCNER wrs in every 
roapoct genor-ua rnd ror.dy to help othora. Ho novex 
rbrm’onod hie or.^yooa, but helped then whorcevor he 
could. 

Dr. ILGHBR froquontly exposod hinaolf considerably by 
hi; Sly nrrkod rnbition which, honeror, rlwcyo 
aorved c good rnd docont orueo. Due to •trong 
tonporrnont Dr. ILGNER jew to it efter W”, oapocinl- 
lv rftor tho cnforconont of the Lrw for Rogulftion of 
Hrtionr.l Lrbor end hia r.ppointncnt rs Botriobefuehrer, 
thrt tho prrty rnd the Gcatr.oo wore not givon cruoo 
to ir.tcrforo by inprudont uttorrncoa or note hio 
co-workers, oSwrrdly J in hie apooohoannde during 
otrff nccting 8 rnd on other occreijna he rlwcye 
rdweerted Krtionnl Socirliat ido.logy. Ho 
thrt his or.plcyoca Joined tho Gomrn Lrbor Front, 
rnd he hiaaolf bodeno in 1937 c nonbor 





of the NSDAP. However , Dr. ILGNER never coerced 
cnyono to join tho Pcrty. He did not erro rbcut it 
ct rll end, ebove ell,'the prrty membership never 
wes of r.ny inportrnco for hie decisions on prono¬ 
tions, rise of srleries end sinilrr nrtters. Dr.ILG- 
HER'e closest co-workers, hie r.ssistrnts, were tho 
gentlemen Guonthcr SCHILLER, then Dr. 1CERSTEN, end 
eftor tho letter'e boing drrfted Dr. BAOKEHf none 
of these gentlenen wee r nonber of tho NSDAP. This 
c.lrordy shows how littlo vrluo Dr. ILGNER put on 
tho politicrl r.ttitudo cf hia co-workers. Dr. ILG'- 
NER's deputies, the gontlor.on Dr. KRUEGER end Dr. 
Frr.nk-Frhlc, wore rbsolutoly to bo oonsidored re 
opponents of tho Nrsi regime| thoy woro on friondly 
terns with Dr. ILGNER, one noro proof for tho fr.ct 
thrt Dr. ILGNER hinsolf could not bo r Nrzi dospito 
his Prrty membership rnd despite his uttcrrncos in 
public.

Dr. ILGNER'8 intcvnrtionrl rttitudo wro genorrlly 
known. By discourses end notion picturoo ho rgitotod 
emong tho etr.ff for comprehension of intcmr.ti-nr.l 
problors and undorstrnding. Up to tho lrst dry Dr. 
ILGNER boliovod in the mrintenrnco of porcc end his 
projocts woro such long torn projects thrt thoy 
woro so to opork br.sod cn otornrl poroo. 

Dr. ILGNSi ropoctedly proved his Christirn r.ttitudo 
in nrttoro of grort rnd smell inportrncc. Thus f.i. 
ho hold tho Chrietn''8 oolobrrticns for tho childron 
of otrff nomboro rnd lrtor on rlso for votorrns in 
old Chri8tirn frshion dospito contr-ry diroctivos 
issued by the Prrty rnd the Lrbor Front, Tho child¬ 
ron rnd, rbovo rll, their pnrunto woro obliged to 
hin for this, likewiso the voterrns errod for. It 
wrs ct thrt tine indood r nrtter of courrgo thrt 
suoh c grert enterprise disrogrrdod the cler.rly 
oontrrry directives of the NSDAP in this rospoct. 
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Dr. ILGNER directed the enterprise in r wry ho con¬ 
sidered just• He wre obliged to conply with the di¬ 
rectives of the Lrbor Front, but he did this only 
inaofrr rs he considered it to be Just end decent. 

He ovrded regulations of the Gernrn Lrbor Front, 
which ho decned inexpedient, in sono forn or other 
or delayed then. Duo to the fret thrt Dr, ILGNER 
hinaolf belonged to the NSDAP rnd rll enployeos wore 
nonbors of tho Gemrn Lrbor Front, ho succeeded in 
bringing rbout r.on-intorferonco by tho Gernrn Lrbor 
Front in tho internal nrnegenent in detr.il. Dr. ILG¬ 
NER possessed pronounced civil oourege end stood up 
for his convictions. ’To did n.t bcoone aware of rny 
erso in which enployoes who hrd nrdo uttcrrncob rgr.inot 
tho Prrty or the rcgico wore crllod to recount or 
beorno tho viotins of disciplinary punlahnent inflict¬ 
ed by Dr, ILGNER. After rll he nuat hrvo boon politi¬ 
cal ly rverso to tho prevailing conception. Ho novor 
ohonod interoot for tho Party nenberahip of his 
onploycos, frr fron exorting pro3surc to tho offoct 
thrt thoy Joinod tho party. Tho nrjority of tho 
lording oemloyeos of tho plrnt wero not nonbors of 

tho 2JSDAP.' 

As regards dreft-dofornonts. Dr, ILGNER pursued tho 
courso of rolorsing ro few enployoes rs possible for 
tho Arr.od Forces, ho did not rllow hinsolf to bo guid- 
od rt rll by tho party neaberehip of tho individual- 
non. It evon turnod out thrt tho nrjority of tho 
drrft-defcrrod non wore not Prrty nonbors. 

Tho foundrtion of tho people's guar d (Y olkaaturn) wr* 
on the one hrnd supported by Dr, ILGNER by issuing 
r su:lions for reporting within tho plrnt and creating 
by this rn organization of their cwn which nrde it 
possible to keep tho nrjority of the staff nonbors 
rwry fron this absurd undertaking, rt tho sr.no tino 
actually frustrating its pcrfornance by different ova- 
sivo tactics. At thrt tino it was inp)S6ible to 
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oppose the nereurcs openly or even to express dis- 
rpprovrl. It would hrvo been nost prejudicirl to 
Dr. II.C1XR rnd detrir.cntrl to the whole plrnt, so 
thrt tfio best effoct possible wrs rttrinod by 
Dr. ILGNER'a trctics rpprovrl of the proclrnction 
outwrrdly but srbotrging of It in effect. 

Towrrds the end of the wrr r nunber of Llthurnirn 
rofugoos with other foroign workers rnd French Pri¬ 
soners of r r were ong'-goa in the erection of huts 
rnd nrkc o hift honoe end in egriculturel work rt the 
onorgoncy plcnts (AuSnoichstollcn) of tho ir.7 7 plrnt. 
Dr. ZLGNEK's cere for these workors wes ecturlly oxon- 
plrry| thoy were given the srno trertnont es the 
Corcra er.ployccs end, c roover, sonc of thon - prrti- 
culrrly tho Lithurnirns rnd French Prisoners of TTrr - 
onjoyod tho quite opccirl erre of Dr. ILGHBR. 


If, on officirl oocrsions, strff r.octings etc., Dr. 
ILGNTIv ohowod in his epocchos rddrossod to tho strff 
nonbore r positive rttitudo towrrds Nrtionrl Socirlisn, 
those who were r.oro cloooly roqurintod with hin knew, 
fron oonvorsrti:ns with hin, thrt, in his herrt, ho 
oould not bo r Nrti nrl Socialist . Ho prevented rny 
oncror.chnont by tho Forty or tho Gostrpo on tho plnnt 
by his nothod of not showing opon opposition, but, of 
□r.lntrining his opinions with tho noccssrry onorgy 
if it nrttorod. 

As r. conclusion it oust be strtod thrt towrrds his 
or.pliycos, rogrrdleos of whether thoso wero quoli- 
fiod ones or vorkcx*o, Dr. ILGNFR wrs rbsolutoly ge¬ 
nerous rnd rerdy to holp rnd, recording to his nrturo, 
ho nrdo no Krzi dognrs the brsis of tho intcrnrl busi- 
noss orgrnlsrtion, but only procoodod recording to 
his own idors.

I, Erich MUELLER, residing in Hamburg Gross-Flott- 
bck, Toenningorstrrsso 7, born on 19.9.1902, on 
oworo that I will render cyself liable to punish¬ 
ment if I give e false affidavit. I declare on 
oath that ny statement represents the truth and 
was made for the purpose of boing submitted in 
evidonco to the Militpry Tribunal in the 1,’uornberg 
Pnleco of Justice. 

Prom 1934 to the end of the war I wco a member of 
the Economic-roliticel Department (%po) of I.G. 
Plant Borlin 2.'o. 7, and was its Deputy Director 
since 1939 , and prokurist of the I.G. sinco 1944. 

Sinoo tho Botriobofuohror of I.G. Plent Borlin No.7, 
Dr. Mcx ILGHER, often ookod no to assist him in 
questions of aiding or liberating persons perse¬ 
cuted by tho Rational Socialist regino, os well os 
in connection with personal difficulties of Dr. ILG- 
HER and his family, I on in o position to neko tho 
following statements about Dr. ILGN2R as o non 
and as a superior: 


In Dr. Max ILGNER I honor o superior whom one might 
imagine to bo almost idocl in an industrial administra¬ 
tive enterprise. Ho guided and promoted his subor¬ 
dinates end assistants in accordance with their tn- 
lonts end nbilitios end gave the widest possible 
scope to the initiative end independence of tho in¬ 
dividual. 
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Dr. ILGNER was, to be sure, a nominal member of 
the NSDAP, e necessity for the Betriebsfuohrer of 
nn enterprise in such en exposed position r.t that 
tine i but Dr. ILGNER wea very fer from being a 
doga tic Party follower. On the contrary , ho was 
docidedly undognntic, liberal end tolerant. In 
the midst of industrial plants most of which 
were strictly and rigidly National Socialist in 
feeling the I.G. Plant Berlin No.7 directed by 
Dr. 3XGKKR was actually an island of tolerance 
end liberalism. The question of the party member¬ 
ship of his employees and assistants was not only 
of n importance for Dr. ILGNER, but aimpiv did 
not interest him. I an convinced th: t Dr. ILGNER 
novor know how many of his employooo hold Party 
nonborahip| in ny opinion they wero not^numorous, 
but the number of decidedly non-Netioncl Socialists 
and rr.ti-Nozis was all tho greater. In football 
longucgo, ro ho «r» onco referred to in eopooch 
e.t a dinnor given by his assistants, Dr. ILGNER 
was not nly captain of tho team but also tho 
contor forward. Ho protected end covorod up for 
hlo rooiotrnts nnd employoco against outside 
intcrforonco so that everything ^otald ho errried 
out under his protection within tho plrnt in c way 
which was in koooing with his own nontal rttitudo 
and that of his assistants. Dr. ILGNER's rcodinoss to 
oci-vc r.nd holp all of his assistants and employees '*as 
proverbial: within tho plont he demanded discipline 
and ordor, but dofondod everybody from ettacks from 
outside. Tho most important thing for him woo 
rcc.-rj ho used to say: "Charsetor first - ability 
conditio sine qur non'. Lack of a decent end honest 
character he took very much sales. 













Dr. ILGNER's rccdincos to help others wes extended 
not only to his cssistrnts end onployocs end thoir 
faailios, or even only to his friends, but he helped 
ovorybody, rcgrrdlcss of who it wps, who opplied 
to hin for old diroctly or indirectly. This fun- 
deoentol rttitudo end helpfulness lod to the result 
thet ho rlwoys took the pert of persecuted persons 
ovorywhorc, whether they wero opprossod for poli- 
ticel, reelel or other rersone. Thet c not in- 
cpnsidorrblo nunber of Dr. ILGJTTR'o assi/tnnts be¬ 
longed rnong thoao poroooutod persons is such s 
gonorrily known feet, rnd thore ere so aeny witness¬ 
es for it, thrt I do not noed to go into it in ony 
grontor doteil at this point. 


That in the long run this attitude of Dr. .ILGNER 
could not bo concoelod fron tho lording Party 
egoncioD is ell tho noro undorstrndcblo since Dr. ILGNER 
very often cotod with e ocrolossnoss which constont- 
ly filled no with ostoniphnont end cnxioty ct tho 
seno tine. 


Purthorr.oro, it is r feet thrt Dr. ILGKER never hold 
a politicrl position of rool rutbority in tho JTlilrd 
Roioh". They could not do without hin, rnd woro un- t 
willing to do without hin , both bocr.uso of his 
« knowladgo rnd cbovc r.ll because of tho respect whloh 
ho onjoyod in leading oirclos abroad, particularly 
in SouthoMtcrn Europe, but they by no noons 
liked hin rnd avoided hin whenever possible.- Hy 
dopertaont very ofton rocoivod orders to obtain a 
er.ssport vlsr for Dr. ILGrTER. In spito of the po- 
. oiti-»ns which Dr. ILG5DR hold in public lifo, and 
espooirlly in the orgenieotion of tho business eoo- 
nony, it boerne incroceingly difficult to fulfill these 
rcouosto. Pinrllv it erne to outright refuseIs of 
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Dr. ILGNER's attitude toward foreign countries, espe¬ 
cially in wartime, ncs well known* ho disapproved 
of any other cooperation than one entered into on 
a voluntary basis of equal rights for ell the 
countrios conccmod. Ho frequently carriod on pro- 


ono. Th o allegation that Dr. ILGNER was willing to 
exploit or actually plundor foreign countries must 
bo characterised as factually incorrect by every¬ 
one who is acquainted with the real conditions. 


Sunning up. one cm ocy that Dr. ILGNER kept hinsolf 
montrlly nloof fron tho political sido of National 


montciiy moor rroc tno po. 
Socialism rnd strongly disi 


socialism and strongly disapproved of ouch fundanentol 
principles of tho Party, as the racial and church 
questions. Dr. ILGNER had strong gonorrl economic 


questions, vt. ilgner nad strong gonorrl economic 
intoi'oots, but was not intcrostod in party politico. 
Ho vn.o o good superior, possessed c largo cnount of 
oo-c:llod civilian courage rnd wes c nan roedy to 
holp others.

by Party politics. 


In spite of his frequent absences on official busi¬ 
ness and the large nunber of his subordinates — about 
1000 employees — Dr. ILGNER r6veoled en exemplary 
concorn for end interest in the social welfare of 
ell tho ocployoes, inquired about such natters, and 
furnished help in tho cost generous way without argu- 
nont, in many ers-o even without being asked. Ho oon- 
oidorod it especially inportant that the oo-alled 
snail onployees in particular .ouch es oorvents, 
ncssongehs,Tiling clorks, etc, should hrvo onough to 
livo on and procptly stopped in whenever they found 
thonsolvos in difficulties through no fault of their 
own and grvo thoc special donations which did not 
havo to bo repaid. Thorc ocn bo no doubt about his 
oxonplrry social wolfaro work. It night bo edded, 
for oxcnple, that during tho wer ho provided docent 
quarters and food for his onployoos by naking extra¬ 
ordinary expenditures In tho oncrgoncy offloos , which 
woro in thonsolvcs c product of tho tines. Tho food 
in tho clubs was also the objeot of hio special 
attention. Dr. ILGNER not only issued tho proper 
ordoro but also personally convinced hinsolf at re¬ 
gular intervals that all tho subordinates under hio 
ca.ro woro gotting along as woll c.s possiblo. In thip 
connection I rofer especially to tho wartino poriod 
when Dr. ILGNER rendered extraordinary service in 
just this respect. 

It Is undoubtedly clained thet Dr. ILGNER nenogod 
tho plant in a. diet a. to rial way. 

In roply to this it nust be oaid that Dr. ILGNER 
displayed a more than rvorego energy and with 
hio extraordinarily rapid powers of conprohonsion 
grasped everything said to hin, thought it through, 
and made his decisions almost in the same Domont, 
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end, indeed, generally even before the person address¬ 
ing hin had cone to the end of his report. This fre¬ 
quently grve rise to disputes. To this, however, it 
nust be arid thrt these disputes occurred exclusively 
in Dr. IIGKZR'a dealings with Me chief employees 
whon, beccuae of their position, he expected to have 
tho scdo high quclificrtions as hinaolf, •

When I took up ny sorvlce with tho Amy Ordnanco Offlco, there 
provailsd in tha Goman Industry, and in particular in tho big 
corporations, o.g. in tho I.G. Far ban, tho Yareinlgton Stahl- 
wsrkoc, and the big olootrlclty conblnes a conplotoly dofoatist nood, 
which wont so far that tho so plants rofusod any co-opomticn 
in nllitary dovoloprxmt tasks or other tasks connsotod with 
nllitary ocononics. I had nysolf callod twico on Gohoinrat 
Duisborg of the I.G. Tnrbon, subnlttlng to hin that tha 
lllnlstor of far and tho Amy corrvujd ropudlntod any 
idsa of pro paring for an agzssslvs war, bit that any pcrxo-lowing 
stnto, ns o.g.

I went to 
steto expressly thrt in both ersos the people con¬ 
cerned wore high-rrnking Dutch civil servants or 
reletives of thoa without rny business interests 
in thon on the prct of tho I.G. and who wero neither 
friends of Dr. ILGNER's nor oven closoly acquainted 
with hie. Tho ror.aon for tho intervention by 
Dr. ILGNE? wrs to bo found hore rs in othor crscs 
in hi8 norrl ettitudo. 



Anothor ccso of rn intervention by Dr. IKK® wro 
his rttonpt to liborrto tho Nervogicn lr.uyor Bjnr- 
no SRIKSEE. llr. ERIESSK wco nrrostod in 1943 by 
tho Goran n ruthoritios in Hontry. Of fiddly his 
erroet wna nrdo beerdse of his quclity r.s c Horvogi- 
rn rcoorvo officer. But Dr. ILGH3R rlwoya suspected 
thrt ho hr4 boon arrested rs r noil-known Anti- 
Quisling rt tho instigation of tho Eoloh Conni3ocr . 
Dr. TICKER hrd rccelvod confidential infornrtion to 
tho cffoct thrt tho Eolch Cocnisonr hrd dierpprovod 
of Ur. ERIUSEN's oppointnont to Gonorrl Diroctor of 
tho Korok-Kydro Kvr.olctoff A.S., brought rbout nt 
tho requost of the administration of Korok Hydro rnd 
with tho holp of tho I.G. , rnd now wanted to got 
rid of Mr. ERIXSEH in this wny. In thooo circun- 
otrncco tho rttcnpt of liborrtion undortrken by 
Dr. ILGN2R wee particularly difficult rnd by no 
corns without drngor. Hio efforts, however, wero 
succoo8ful, rnd tho rolcrso of Ur. ERIKSDH wr.e 
cuthorizod. But r.t tho lret accent euch rdditionrl 
conditions wero stipulrtcd by tho Reich Oonniosar 
for tho release of Hr. ERIESENthr,t ho refused to 
sign thoa. Mr. ERZS8EV was to cssuno tho obligation 
not to errry on rny business correspond once with 
hio colleagues ct Oslo. Yet, Dr. ILGHHR had clrordy 
cnnrged during r visit in the prison crap by wry of 
personal trlka 
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with the connrndrnt of tho crnp, that lir. ZRIKSEIJ 


received regular reports fron hia collcr^ues in 
Oslo 'rnd wee rblo to answer thon regularly en hie 
prrt. This way, end through sono visito by Dr. ILG- 
NCR rnd hie collorgucs rnd collr.borrtors to tho 
prioon err-p - rltogothor four visits, two of which 
by Dr, IIXJHER hinsolf - the regular business con¬ 
tact with Hr. ERIKSSH hod been ncintninod during 
hie detention, eo thrt tho condition inposod by 
tho Roich Connieorr would have nernt r considerable 
worsening conprrod with tho fomcr state of rffrirs, 
Tho preparation rnd carrying out of the visits to tho 
prioon crop coot a lot of tine and troublo rnd nco 
vory cunbcrsoco. Dr. ILGNER did not shun nny por- 
sonel troublo so eo to r.llcvirtc Hr. ERIESEK's fate, 
in3pito of his ho-vy load of work. Thu8,.ho arranged 
for gift parcels to bo 3ont to hin fron norwry,Swc- 
don and Donnark, brought hie clothing fron Norway 
and did r.rny othor things in ordor to relievo hin 
nontnl burdon rs nuch ~3 possible. But tho c8sontlr.l 
thing wao, I boliovo, that Dr, ILGSER, as I hoard, 
had boen warned by tho occnonlc rdvieor with tho 
Roich Conniosar, Ilorr OTTD, that ho, ILGHER, would 
hrvo to vouch personally for Hr. ERIESEN in case 
of his being frood fron arrost. Dr, ILGNER was pre¬ 
pared to do eo without a.ny restriction. 


Tho first liberation rttcnpt , which had cost norrly 
hrlf a yerr of intensive efforts , having failed in 
tho vory last conont, Dr. ILGNER novertholcso did not 
givo up his endeavors. In tho norntine ho had got in 
touch with relatival and frionds of Hr. EEICSEII'e in 
Norocy, who wished thrt Hr. ERIRSBN for rersone of 
his personal safety ought in no caso to rotum 






to the sphere of Authority of the Hcich Connissrr, 
i.o, to Horwry, but should rcnr.in in Gcrarny. It 
mcs lira. KRIKSBH's poraoncl wish thrt her hushrnd 
should not trke up hie reeidencc in Berlin which 
was insicfcgrort danger fron cir rride. Dr. ILGNER, 
thoroforo, decided to fix hie up in cn rprrtnont 
in the countryside, ct Bugk. All this nckos ecay 
rending to-dny, but wrs extraordinarily difficult 
nt thrt tir.e rnd, rbDvo nil, ontniled gror.t ri8ke 
for Dr. ILGKER. But Dr. ILGITER did not erro whethor 
thoro wrs r risk involved if ho felt it to bo hia 
duty to help pcoplo in distress. I nyaclf wrs thon 
otrongly called maiby Dr. ILGKE3 to rsaiet hin in 
tho d.rivo for ERIKSEH's liborrtion. I nr do, on ny 
port, grert efforts for nrny oontho to dioohrrgo 
tho teak rllotted to uc. Dr. ILGKER hrd* taken up 
contact with tho chief of tho prisonor-of-wrr do- 
prrtnont in tho who showed us tho rord to pur- 
suo tho nrttor. For this purposo I nrdo two jour- 
noyo fron Berlin to Torgru, whore tho 0XT7 dcprrtnont 
dealing with thoso nrttero wrs stationed. Tho conpo- 
tont officers pronisod co rll possible help, but do- ’ 
clrrod thrt tho liborrtion did not depend on thon- 
solvco rlono, bcoruoo tho orao erno rloo unior tho 

J urisdiction of tho Gestapo. Thereupon I followed up 
ho ror.d shown to no rt Dr. ILONER'o rooucst, in 
opito of tho fret thrt Dr. ILGNER wrs not too popular 
with thrt egenev, rnd had sovorrl dozens of conferences 
by phono with the roferoot of tho GcGtrpo in Berlin, 
Prina Albrechtstrrsoo. Finrlly this nrn declrrod to 
bo bound by dirootionc fron Oslo, Thereupon I got in 
touch with tho connrndor of the Socurity" police in 
Norway, Hoinz PEKLIS, who, on hie prrt, rloo pronisod 
no rll possible holn, though doclrring, thrt ho hrd 
no Authority by hinsolfj 
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he cddod thrt in view of tho inportr.nco of the pri¬ 
soner's person md tho fim represented by hin, 
ho w.-B bound by tho orders of the Reich Coraissrr 
TEREOVEN. Subsequently, numerous intcrnrl conferen¬ 
ces took plrco botwoon tho vrrious offices rt ny 
suggestion.

I hrvo r.o doubt thrt Dr. IEGJGR wrs. rprrt 
fron purely hur.rn conoidorrti-no, uoved by his firn 
doairo to prove to his Korvogirn buoinoss friends in 
c dor.on8tr'tivo wry tlirt pcro'nrlly , rnd within tho 
conpros of the possibilities opor. to hin ho did not 
intend to doprrt even.for r norent fron tho brsio 
of tho rospoct for^ffurl prrtnor.

Profesoionelly Dr. ILGNER cede very high/.enrnfis of 
his co-workers. Of his onployocs in locdfng positions 
ho denendod first of r.ll, r docont hunr.no rttitudo.

In 1925 Dr. Il^njr vas sect to Berlin at the softestIon of oorernl 
edntlouor. of tne 1.3. 7orwrltur«;srat (adninistrrtlTO council) in ordor 
to assist Gokolcrnt Schaits, tho newly appointed nan r-aponoibl o ior 
the financial affairs of 1.9. 

It was Il^aar'e intention to try to creeUia Berlin a sort of coamorciol, 
financial, and economic central administration of 1.0 . ad tnio woo 
contrary to toe intentions of Oeaeicrat Sennits, nls idoaa did not 
natorial'.so.

to be produced as evidence before the Military Court VI in the 
Palace of Justice at .Vurerberg. 





I first case into touoh with the I.G. Farbenlnduatrlo Aktien- 
gosellschaft through the intermediary of Professor Julius Flecht- 
helm, having been ct the end of April or beginning of Itay 1939, 
on the proposal of Dr. Uax Ilgner, aopointed Assistant Treasurer 
to tho American I.G. Chemical and thereby becoming accuainted with 
various of the I.G. officials, including Gehoiarat Schmitz. During 
my work with the American I.G., it was principally the Central 
Finance Administration with whioh I ca on most in contact and later 
en the Economic Dspartrent. This latter contact was due to the 


circumstance that, during the international cone" crisis in 1931, 
which resulted in ths devaluation of tha oound sterling and later 
of the U.S. dollar am* othsr gold currencies, there was a lively 
exchange of ooinicnabetween tha SDecial exoarts regtrding the

Berlin ff 7, I was able to' gain a precise inaight into this or¬ 


ganization and a general idoa of Its importance within the frame 


work of the -*o!e I.C-. These impressions I should like to sum 


The moat ir-ortant department of th* whole orgerization of 
the I.G. Berlin W 7 ves by far the Central Finance Administra¬ 
tion (Zefi). The na.ua. so far as I am ainn, rro forced to ac¬ 


cord with the already existing names. Central Scokkeeoing (Zebu), 
Central Taxation Dojtrtaont etc. The name is i t itself mislead¬ 
ing, in so far that decisions c*i financial questions of a current 

nature were decentralized. Thoy lay with the works, tho saloa 
• • 

combines, tho purchasing agencies etc. Questions of high I.G. 
finance policy, i.e., capital increase, loan issues etc. were 


dealt with by the Zefi only as an executive de ttrtcent; docision 
regarding those Questions lay with t bo Vorstand end in particular 
wit’ Geheinrat Schmitz. 


It was the intertion of Dr. Ilgner to create in tho organi¬ 
zation Berlin .FT 7, a financial and goneral-coamercial central 
administration. This intention, however, ha was unable to realise 
In the endeavour to reach this ala, ho found him so If in continuous 
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nearly all the 1.3. agencies. It is understandable that Dr. 

Ilgner, with his activity and.his ability, which consisted more 
in the organizing and tW taking up of new Droblems than in the 
carrying out and supervision of current business, s! euld never¬ 
theless attempt to cnate the framework for such a central ad¬ 
ministration. The dsvolopcent of world oconosy and the internal 
German situation, which by roason of th; system cf th? totali¬ 
tarian Stato,wa* steering sore mid mere towards a -'lannod eco- 
non\y, had the offcot of rendering departments -«**ich, in many 
cases, had bosn strengthened by Dr. Ilgnor, such as ths '"ipo 
(Political Economy Terartoont), ths Vowi (Sconyiic Dooartnent), 
in fact core and noro nocoasary for tha whole of the I.G. machi¬ 
nery. It was tha policy of Dr. Ilgnor to on5»{J "ell qualified 
persons, ovon when thorn was no ioaodiate field of activity 
available for them. The result was that it **ss easy for Dr. 

Il^ner to fora new departments, as tbo evor-ircroasinp oconotcic 
difficulties rsndsrod thee necessary. I would mention in this 
connection tho organisation of the Compensations Eteoartennt (Kon- 
ponsations Abtoilung), rhioh later became tho Eboartncnt for tho 
Furtherance of Experts, the extension of tho Press Department, 
la tor called the Information Agency (Hachrichtsnstolle) and ths 
Secretariat II, latrr Offioe 0 f ttr Coerce rcial Co—dttoo (^roro 
dcs Kaufmaonnischon Ausschussoa). 

It is undjrstandable that the efforts of Dr. Ilgnsr to create 
a central administration organisation for thr corrorclal manage .-rent 
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of the I.G. extended to all coenercial-cconooic spheres, and 
thorefore especially to .th? voiy extensive foreign business of 
tho I.G. also. The foreign businoss of the I.T. was likewise not 
centralised abroad. Tho starting ooint of a co-ordination of I.G. 
interests was ths institution established by Dy. Ilcnor, in agree¬ 
ment with other -Kffbera of tha Vorstand, of .tho so-called Zofi - 
confidential agonts. Th> task of theso confidential ogonta was 
to achieve a uniform line at least in tto natter of foreign ex¬ 
change, tte difficulties in which had been staadilr on tho‘in¬ 
crease over since 1931. 

After tto re-organ! rat ion of tho Coxurcial Coc*ni*>too in 
August 1937, the institution of I.G. liaison-oon was introduced 
at tfu instanco of Dr. Ilgner, with tho aoproval of the rea-nbors 
ol tha Cccmoi^cial Coasittoe. This signified an extension of tho 
functions already exorcised by thj Zofi oonfidoatial egonts 
boyond tho financial to tho genoral coaaerci&l ccncorns (oxoort 
furthoronco. and industrialiration). Th) Comnorolrl Coenittoo, 
after previous consultation with ths hoads of thj sales oomblnos 
axxi Dr. Ilgnor, selected fret aaong tho loaders of tho different 
I.G. representations ir th) countries concerned, as 1.0. liaison- 
nan, tho oon who was best Informed on tho courtly conoomod, hed 
th* necessary all-rourd knowledge and reraondly annoyed tho 
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highest ronutation in the country concerned. It is understand¬ 
able that this gentleman still rutalnod in tho closest connection 
with the solas coebine, whose sslss business in tho country con¬ 
cerned was managed ky him and to which ha gays hy far tin grantor 
pert of his tinu. It rosultod from this that tha t-sks which 
concerned tho ganerrl-cceioarcial interests of tho I.C. ware in 
most eases not so wall lookod nftor ea scorned to Dr. Hgnor necoa- 
sniy. In order to onsuro tha propor carrying out of thoao treks, 
Dr. Ilgncr proposed, with tho ogrocoont of tha Coinicrcinl Coramlt- 
too, thet tha I.C. liaison-aon in tho larger countries should ro- 
coivo assistants for tho goncral-coasorcial port of th> work and 
for tha finrnciil teaks in particular. It is undorst'-ndrblo thr.t 
Dr. Ilgnor consliaroc it import rnt thet thoso assistants should 
como frees tho IVarlin M 7 Orgrnitetion and that, like the I.O.- 
linisocwaan, who were under principal obligation to thair sales 
comblnos, thay should ccntinuo to fool thaosalvos bound to Rarlin 
NW 7. Enlistment of tha assistants from tha sphora of B.rlln N'T 7 
also offorod tha guarantee th-t thay would racoiro tha rvacoss-ry 
appropriate tmining md that they would also ha ye the nocossary 
understanding for the general problems. Howovor, owing to the 
outbreak of w-.r, the sending of assistants occurred in only r few 
cases.

the "Uroro", for o.uiti other aimoscs, namely, for the accoraodr- 
ticn of orrticipctions ir foreign sales cosoenits for camouflage 
puroosos. It oust bo nr do clear, however, tact t£ls occurred 
oithor without the taowlcdge of Dr. Ilgrwr, during his long absence 
on recount of sictooss, or or.lv with his mjbsoeucnt .-freosont; 
nt rny rate, those aernunea woro in occplotj opposition to tho 
original idea of Dr. tlgncr, on which, for instance, tho "H-.pro" 
was founded.

Prea tho foregoing it is undorstrndabLe that, so far as tho 
Organisation I.G. Berlin NV 7 w-s concomed, the impression could 
easily arise outside that o central financial rnd comorcial 'd- 
ministration for the direction of the I.C. w.-s in frot -lroa.dy 
in oxistonco. The chrrrctor of Dr. Ilgner, his tooper'ocntrl 
nature and his habit cf giving verbal oxoression to his thoughts 
and ideas, together with his endeavours to convince all with what 
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The failure of Er. Ilgnor to croato a central organization 
for the coanercial roc financial direction of the I.G. w»s also 
a reason for his attcapt to'effect a centralization from the 
po rise tor, as is evident frea tho foregoing. 

One of the leading actives in the measures taker by Dr. 
Ilgnor we3 the endeavour to further the industrialization of 
thoso countries where it ws weak or scare el/ existent, He on- 
dcavourod hone also to orert: organizations rhich should b_> of 
resistance in the industrialization olans to bn later realized. 
Ho began ospocially tc organize finrncing coaomios in different 
woalthy countries in collaboration with in-eoitrot foreign banks, 
in ordor that thoy should be ro.-d" tc take over the financing 
in tho widoat possible sense of ttv industries to tc founded in 
the poorly industrialized countries. I weuld aenticn ir. this 
connection tho founding of the Dutch ccoo-ny "J'eoro", which was 
to afford finrocisl aid for industrialization in Holland rod 
Indio rod other countries of the Far East. It is not to be won- 
do red at that Dr. Hgr.cr out with opiecsitlon rod ncn-undorstrnd- 
ir.g, ovon within his 01 n circle, for his very far-seeing olrn. 

Ho w.-a, in oirticular, reminded that it tloe to found 
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ho eeao into contact, further. strongthervod this icfrcssicn. 

To everybody who knew the real conditions both inside and out- *

aide of thj 1.5., however, it is clear that such r. ©ontralizc-

AFFIDAVIT 


I, Dr. Anton Reithinger, at present living in Munich, 

Isaaningers traces 64/3, am aware that I shall rendor myself 
liable to punishment by caking a false affidavit. I herewith 
declare on oath that nf atateoent is true, and nee cade in 
order to be suSaittod aa evidence to tha Military Tribunal 
in the Palace of Justice, Nuernberg. 

The 7or.< performed for OS'* by the Economics 
Daport-Tent during the *ar. ^ 

At the outbreak of war, the OCT attempted to incorporate 
tho Ec'xiooica Department (Vowi) as a single unit in the '"ehr- 
nvacht. Dr. Krueger, the deputy Betriebsfuehrer,succeeded, 
howover, in obtaining the concesclcn that tho sorvices of 
only a certain number of ry colleaguee would te called upon 
for the ouroose of conducting statistical investigations for 
CKW. Similar taako were entrusted at tho same tine to tho 
Institute for 'Market investigation (Instltut fuer Konjunktur- 
forocmmg) and the Kiel Institute for “orld Zconooy and Mari¬ 
time Traffic. The Eccnoedcs Depertant and the individual 
members of its staff could as little avoid this cell-up as 
they could have avoided a military call-up. .-lad they refused 
it, th» entire department would have been taken over by the 01W. 
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Dr. Ilgr-er knew nothing whatsoever of this agreoaent, as he was 
in a sanatorium at t to-time. 

The Defense fcaa produced the Document Exji. 360 Doc. Ml 7493* 
according to which Dr. Femau was already in contact with the 
OKif before the outbreak of war. Femau was a youn; Referent of 
the Economies Department and his connections with the were 
unknown to tho Economics Deoortaent, as woll as to the oanage- 
ment of tto I.G. As is now evident, Fornau had studiod for his 
Doctorate undor Professor Hesse, who, at the time, was a member 
of the staff of tho CKW, and free tine to Aims, handed Economice 
Department work to him. Tho entry in the daily lof for 25 August 
already mentioned, refers to a conference betweon John, Femau 
and myself, during which Femau introduced to us his OK* Profosnor, 
in order that ho right giro an official explanation for handing 
over Economics Department *©rk. I had no objection to tho hand¬ 
ing over of such work, which any office interested in tto su*>Joct 
concemod was in a position to obtain from us. All other 
entries, the one for 28 August, stating that the Economics De¬ 
partment was to publish a seal-weekly report, another for 22 June 
on the expansion cf tto archive# Department and of tho library, 
reporting on a document covering a Journey made to Tolland by 
Funk and on a Journey aide to Lond® by =*. are irasfination on 
the part of the Journal-writer, who obviously wanted to curry 
favor with his superior by exaggerating »ici entries as referred 
to the I.C.. *®e of these measures was planned by, or kno® to 
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me, and in orecisely the same way, ths reoort of a Journey to 
London which I allegedly planned to take at that tire was purely 
a fignsnt of tho ioaginati dn. It often happened to to since 
that officers of ths Hi£h Co.rcand of tho Arrod Forces (OK'S) re- 
quested to to cake reports of the Vowi (Eco.ieeics Deoartaunt) 
oersonally available to thos, so that they ooulc issue them as 
their own work and thereby obtain pronotion or decofation. These 
diary notes ooea to ce to belong to the s.vae ordor of bluff. But 
oven if I had know of it and the ontries were correct, I should 
not have entortainel ths sraUcet doubt, as our work in priiiciolo 
was oublic and acceaaibla to all.agencies and therefore to the 
OKI on requoat. During the first yoars of^ths war, tho rosjxma- 
ibla econodots carried ou* a nusfeor of statistical investiga¬ 
tions, which are known to th> Prosecution, ’ben such orders woro 
given, those on .dice the tasks woro laid were not informed of tho 
object of thj work. The I.G. osnagoront or the Vowi management 
would hive had no influence whatevor ae to what wark was commis¬ 
sioned; all they could do was, in cortain casos, to doclino to 
carry out work O'* th» ground that it was not within their compe¬ 
tence . 

In It* affidavit of Dr. Bannort, Document Each. e50, NI 8149, 
likewise hnndid to cu bv the Defence for inspection, I must dis¬ 
pute certain stiteaents, as also some of tho ststefranta made by 
Dr. Rupp in fda affidavit concerning location ma-'s. 
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The location i»oa exhibited in ths Vowi ware exclusively statis- 
tical graphs recrosonting ty» location of industries on caps, 
of the kind used customarily in aid oublished by ell statistical 
offices and institutes. For air attacks, such cartographic re¬ 
presentations, which costly do not cron show the elace and, in 
the case of large towrs, neither the city district nor the posi¬ 
tion, aro conplstel; useless. Tho Vowi had no other naps. I had 
moreover given expose diroctiats that wa oossessod no material 
for air fighting ?nd were also not technically coe.potent to give 
any Judgment in such cattors and that thorsforo such questions 
froc tho CKH wore to be ro Joe tod. In tho asoo mantictiod by Dr. 
Bannert in his affidavit, ho had also received froc to tho oxprosn 
direction to pass on tho cattor without doing any work on It. 
Altogether, I knew of two cases of ouch enquiries and tho socond 
case olao was rejected on tho saao grounds. 

In the saui xny, I mist disputo th> stotononts of Oborst 
Huohnemam Ex*'. 853 M 9827 of ly. August 1947. huohnomnnn says 
here that co lafco ration already oxiatod between Vowi and ’Jowl of 
tho 0?W whon ha entorud the eanhgomnt of fowl in 1937. That la 
unequivocally a false statcaont. Huehn^naann can have scon in 
1937 at tha aost seen generally issued oublicaticns of thx Vowi 
in CCT, which wore eccesslblc tc anybody,both at homo and abroad, 
and tho ro fore also to th> 0JW. 
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iJo other collaboratiC' existed and until tho outbreak of war 
nono was known sithcr to bd 6r to ry colloayues. In 1942, the

The Economic Research Institute -a- 
a news agency. In both these capacities I cooperated *ith the 
Vowi of the I.G. Farbenindcstrie A.G. lhe Volks irtschaftliche 
Abtcilung (Vowi) r*as led by Dr. Anton Roithingor, formerly Pegierungs 
rat at the Reich Office for Statistics. It was veil known that 
Vowi had at its diagonal -trained and prominent statisticians 
and economists who cade economically wound market analyses. 

On application tha archivoa of Vowi were accessible tc industrial 
vircies and to any’.ody who was interested in them. The -act that 
those documents ere put at the disposal of the Press ?nd of foreign 
shown clsarly that they wore rvjt by any moano nocret documents. 

Thus, for example I took Ur. Mont Goocry, manager of the Fcreigr. 
Department of the Chamber of Coenerce, San Franrfoco, UtA. whoso 
aocuaintance I had nado in 1937 at the congress of the International 
Chamber of Conurce, to Vowi when ho was staying in Berlin. Thoro 
pooplo wore only too ploaaed to show him ovor the archives? In a 
talk Dr. Roithingor explained to Ur. Mont Gorory in dotnil how 
Vovl worked. He took puch an intereat in th* w.rktng icthcd • :iJ ir 
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rcoords kept by Vowi that ha asked for an exchange of 
scientific publications between Vowi and the Chamber of 
Cocrerce of San Francisco, which was precised to him. 

"fcen "brld tfar H broke out I was called up to Join the 
Military Economy Staff (vohrwirtschaftsstab) of the OK’* 
as First Lieutenant of the ReserVe, on account of ay 
knowledge of economic affairs. Actually this Military 
"conccy Staff (Wewi-Stab) was an association of reserve 
officers, who rare connected in civilian life either 
with economics or with the Press, since the Kewi-Stab 
possessed hardly any peacetime records, it was only 
natural, that it ahculd take recourse to tho archives of 
the existing scientific inatitut*s, the ooro ao ea tho expe-ts 
of the Word-Stab maintained almost without excoption personal 
ec.nnoctiona with the experts of the various institutes , 
dating free their peecotiae occupation. Thus the Economics 
•Department of I.G. (Vcwi), and, similarly, the Institute Cor 
”'orld 'fcoocay (institut filer ~altr irtachaft) at Kiel, tho 
Institute for the Investigation of Markot Fluctuations (instl- 
tut fu-r XonJunkturforachung>, end, for instcnco, tho firms 
AEG and Sicaons were eaked to participate in tho work of tho 
T’cwi-Stsb.

I.G., had,of course.no influence on the typo of work tho 
Fewl-Stab gave to Vcwi oeployeos. Jpert from that it was 
work connected with oxisting scientific and statistic records, 
tha purpose of which wes net disclosed in doteil to vowi 
eoployees. In ny opinion one cannot spoak in this connection 
of espionago unless tho evaluation of statistic data and 
the drawing of scientific conclusions thorofras bo dofinod 
ns espionago,

The I.G. liaison-agent was competent for all questions of a

It was his special task to ..-etch the economic conditions

sales interests in all econonio sectors. It -.?as inten¬ 
ded that the I.G. liaison agents were to submit reports 
about their conferences with the other representatives. 

Hut this ua3 actually only carried out regularly in China

and Japan. Furthermore tho I.G. liaison agents, in 

accordance with their aboyo desoribod dutiog, wore supposed

to sond in so-callod situation-reports via tho 

(Offioo of the Com.oroid Committee). Beforo they vein 

dispatched they wore uouelly aliened with those of tho 

• • 

other agents of tho I.G,, who partly had sent in similar 

reports to their salos departments in Germany for year# 

already. The purpose of there centrally proparod reports 

— * 

\/as primarily to provont a duplication work abroad, and 
in the second place it was attcaptod to aohievo that not 
only the individual sales coabinos, but all leading merchants 
of tho I.G. were informed about general questions per¬ 
taining to economy. As all of these questions on • hich 
the I.C. liaison agent \as to report, such as for instance 
ruestions pertaining to oxchancp quotations, stockpiles, 
construction and participations In chenioal industries etc t/ 
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were considerably affected by t.£ political development 
abroad, it necessarily followed that in many instances, 
paragraphs regarding politics, economical policy, 
government measures to be expected, etc. were added to 
these reports. Eon decisive for fi true evaluation, as 
for instance in regard to industrialisation tendencies, 
the knowledge about the plitical situation was, is in 
my estimation definitely denonstrat d by Chino and 
countries in Central and South America with the ir 
continuous revolutionary confusion. 

Some of t.-.e I.‘C*. liaison agents have r.cvor at all, 
or only very rarely sent ir. any reports, oithor on 
aocount of oa alleged ovor_burdening with work, or due * 
to the faot that non of the I.C. visited then frequently 
in their countries. (Portugal, Italy, Jotonic, Poland, 
Norway, Denmark, Columbia, Venezuela and Central Amerioa.) 
Other 1.0. liaison agents only sent reports from time 
to time. The reports varied also very much according to 
CJk the Journalistic a.ilities of the I.G. liaison agonts. 

There never was a regular, strictly or.yr.iood reporting 
from oil countries, according to a uniform pattern. 

As far as I know from tho talks I had ith the different 
I.C. liaison agont:;, the arterial on which the reports of

A copy was rccoivcd also by * 
tho Central Departments of III 7, as for inctanoc tho 
(hofi) Control Financo Office, tho (»lpo) Political 
Economy Dopartucr.t '-ad tho (Vowi) 'Economics Dopartmont 
eto. Tho Office of the Commercial Committee did not 
know which Individual persons receivod thoso roports 
outside of !r.’

Chinese marine custom statistics and their 
poljTic~l prospects; Chinese, Japanese, American, 
end English roports by the consul a* tredo expertsj 
roports of banks and chambers of commerce, as well 
as correspondence from ether Chinoso troaty ports.- 

In working out tho roports and procuring the necessa¬ 
ry supporting documents I wes cosistcd by tho a.bovo- 
montioned Dr. HAAS, whoso offico wrs loertod at Poking, 
in order to bo able to observe especially tho econo¬ 
mical development of Northern China. 

This activity of tho IG. Vcrtraucnsmann had nothing 
to do with espionage or with propaganda. It was 
conditioned by tho business interests of the IG 
eeloo companies which comprised most of tho spheres 
of lifo, so that they could not be oonprrod with 
thoso of othor China firms. A liaison with the offices 
of tho Foreign Organization was noithor requested 
nor offered.
